ATTEMPTED ESCAPE FROM PRISON
Eight Men Hreak Out and are Reonp-
tured —-Exciting Chase—-Bravery of a
Boy.
An exciting affalr occurred st Trenton, on
Saturday alternoon, &l sbout three o'clock.
Eight prisonerd, all ot whom bad been pentenced

to jong terms, made an loeffvctaal attempt to |

escape from contnemen!, They were employed
in the blacksmith shop, and had made evary
preparation to *deave.” The preconcerted sig-
nal was given just as a londed wagon was puass-
ing through the gate. A board which had beea
loosened in the slde of the shop was removed,
snd the eight men oue alter avother passed
through the opeming, belore the overseer was
aware ol the movement,

Each of the desperadoes was armed with a
bar of iron or a hamwer, The gate-kecper,
Peter Ossenberg, who bad hie buck Lorned
towards the shop, was atiucked and atonce over-
powered, He was siruck violently in fhree
pluces, his head, arm, and lez, dand as they
thought they had placed bim hors de combal
and prevented his giviog the alsrm, they passad
out without doing him any farcher injury, Bt
he immediately jomped up, closed the gute, aud
gave the alarm.

The only prisoners who were aware of what
had happened, were those who were working

in the biacksmith shop, nod they kept right on |

as if notbhing remarkatte hal occorred —know-
ing that 8 oullet through the head would stop
the first man who shoula dare to follow,

Bome of the keepers and others at once started
io pursuit. Six ol the men had made straight
for the Delaware, whild the other two hiad goue
in dittezent directions. One of the latier was
a man named Sullivau, from Camden, who wis
serving out a five years' term tor burglary, and
who once broke out of the Camden County
Jall, He ran with all the vigor impsarted by
the hope of hberly, taking a southerly direc-
tion, towards Borgentown., A sonof Mg, Rob-
fnson, the keeper, n boy only about Hftesn
vears of nge, gave chase to this ruffian, and,
beiy Swilt of loot, soon came near enough to
tnke nim ang fSre. The ball of ibe single bar-
relled pistol passed uider E':'.Tlil'un'u ara with-
out doing any damase 4nd (e ¢oR¥I) tarica
11! upon his qmlut*r. Bwift as thought the boy
cocked the unloaded pistol, aud taking alm, de-
wanded bis sorrender, Agaln  the conviet
#larted to run, snd, while following him, young
Robingon quickly reloaded bis weapon. Tae
convict was chissed by the boy into the corner of
& fleld, aund Buslly came to a stand, with his
back to tbe fence. He held stones in his fists,
with which, while his eyes plared with anger
and reveoee, he threatenced to kill his youthful
porsuer; but the latter bravely kept him at bay
untl the men came up andsecured the priconer.

The other men were followed by armed men
apd the boys of the neizhborhood, snd most of
them were captured while endesvoring to cross

e river in a boat to Peunsyiveaia, Within
threequarters of an hour the elght men were
all inwide of the prison walls sgain, in 1rons,
It should bs stated, in this connection, that only
two prisoners have succceded in cscaplng during
the Incumbenoy of the present keeper, and this
was doriug his first ten months,

Among those who made this desperate at
tempt to regain their freedom was & man named
White, irom Hunpterdon county. As he had
twige before endesvored 1o escape, he was fus-
tened by s ball and chsain, of which he dis-
encumbered himself by means of a Ule, The
others wore John MceKane, Baines, MoOufirey,
Resnolde, Maing (a horee thief), and one whose
pame we did not learn,— Newark Advertiser of
last evening.
